Council July 22 Worksession 
Explores Some Ethical Issues 


During the past year the 
Greenbelt City Council has been 
discussing potential ethical issues 
relating to service on various 
community boards and commit- 
tees by council members. While 
their primary focus has been the 
unique relationship between coun- 
cil and the board of Greenbelt 
Access Television, Inc. (GATE), 
discussion has included all such 
relationships, including participa- 
tion by Greenbelt staff on various 
boards and committees. 

Armed with legal opinions 
from the city solicitor and staff 
input, council discussion at its 
July 22 worksession was intended 
to lead to new city policies gov- 
erning situations where council or 
staff served on boards and com- 
mittees receiving financial benefits 
(actual funding or in-kind servic- 
es) from the city. The backdrop 
for such discussions included not 
only actual receipt of city funds 
and services but also the percep- 
tion by citizens regarding the 
importance of such relationships. 

In an October 25, 2012, let-

ter to City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, City Solicitor Rob- 
ert Manzi noted provisions of 
ethics laws of both the city and 
Maryland that would apply gener- 
ally to city officials participating 
on boards of entities receiving 
funds from the city. Huis letter 
admitted that while neither of 
the provisions were specific, he 
believed there was enough intent 
to state that “the official should 
recuse themselves [sic] from any 
vote on any budgeted amount 
given to an organization where 
(they) are either a member, a 
member of the board or in some 
official position.” 

Five members of council at- 
tended the worksession, with 
Councilmembers Silke Pope and 
Leta Mach away. Also attending 
were McLaughlin and Assistant 
City Manager David Moran. 

GATE 

As the issue has developed 
over the past year or so, the situ- 
ation at GATE was the principal 
focus. Since GATE was estab- 
lished under the auspices of the 


city in December 1986, it has 
operated under Articles of Incor- 
poration and bylaws developed 
by a city committee formed spe- 
cifically for that purpose. Manzi 
had assisted the committee in 
drafting the charter and bylaws, 
both still intact after nearly 27 
years of operation. 

Article six of the Articles of 
Incorporation under “Board of 
Directors,” section (a) states: 
“There shall be nine (9) voting 
Directors of the Corporation, one 
(1) of whom shall be appointed 
by the Greenbelt City Council.” 
Similarly, Article [IV of the GATE 
bylaws under section 2, states: 
“The number of Directors of the 
Corporation is initially set at nine 
(9), eight (8) directors elected 
by the membership and one 
director appointed by the City 
Council... .” 

Currently Councilmember 
Konrad Herling serves as coun- 
cil’s representative on the GATE 
board. At the worksession he

Campaign Season Opens Aug. 19 
For November Council Election 


In little more than two weeks, 
the starting gate will open and 
both incumbents and challengers 
will begin the race to be winners 
at the next city council elec- 
tion on Tuesday, November 5. 
Candidate packets containing all 
necessary information and forms 
for running will be available at 
City Clerk Cindy Murray’s office 
in the Municipal Building, 25 
Crescent Road, beginning Mon- 
day, August 19. Candidates may 
file to run from then until 5 p.m. 
on Monday, September 23. 

Any “qualified voter” of the 
city may run for city council. A 
qualified voter is a city resident 
who is duly registered to vote 
with Prince George’s County at

a Greenbelt residence address. 
Since 2009 Greenbelt has had 
a seven-member council, all of 
whom are elected at-large for 
two-year terms: that is, there are 
no wards or districts in Greenbelt 
and each voter may vote for up 
to seven candidates. 

No separate contest is held 
for running to be mayor. Both 
mayor and mayor pro tem are 
elected by the city council, which 
traditionally has chosen for these 
offices the two candidates who 
had received the highest and 
second-highest number of votes, 
respectively, in the biennial elec- 
tion. 

In some years the city elec- 
tion ballot also includes advisory

referendum questions to solicit 
the opinions of voters on various 
matters. Although no referendum 
questions have been proposed so 
far for this year, council has until 
September 30 to adopt a resolu- 
tion for that purpose. 
Forms, Forms, Forms 

To run for office, would-be 
candidates must fill out the fol- 
lowing forms in their entirety and 
submit them to the city clerk no 
later than 5 p.m. on September 
25: 

A nomination petition meet- 
ing certain criteria and bearing 
the signatures of at least 50 reg- 
istered city voters must be ob- 
tained. Each petition page identi- 
fies the candidate and candidate’s 
address of residence, with the 
notarized signature and residence 
address of the person circulating 
the petition. The city clerk veri- 
fies the petitions. 

An acceptance of nomina- 
tion form certifies the nominee’s 
agreement to serve if elected. 
An affidavit of candidate form 
provides personal identifying 
information. These forms also 
must be notarized. 

A financial disclosure state- 
ment provides for a declaration 
of business, investment and real 
estate interests held by the nomi- 
nee and close family, as well as

GATE’s New Computers, 
Cameras Are Now Hi-Def

The Greenbelt City Council 
had its annual stakeholder meet- 
ing with Greenbelt Access Televi- 
sion, Inc. (GATE) on July 17, the 
same day that 10 new computers 
arrived at the public access sta- 
tion. The equipment is part of 
GATE’s over $127,000 camera, 
computer and software upgrade 
plan. 

On the purchase list is a cam- 
era that will record at a 4K reso- 
lution, delivering images at four 
times the resolution of today’s 
1920 x 1080 high-definition tele- 
vision. 

The new camera is key in 
GATE’s transformation from stan- 
dard-definition to high-definition 
technology — and will be teaming 
up with five other new cameras, 
12 new computers in all, plus 
new software and a new central 
storage area network capable of 
holding 24 terabytes of media. 

GATE’s Board of Directors 
knew the access station was in 
a rapidly changing environment 
and had the foresight to create 
a replacement reserve, Board 





President Bob Zugby told meeting 
attendees. GATE will also pay 
for the upgrades with assets and 
savings it has built up for almost 
20 years, said Board Treasurer 
Thomas White in a subsequent 
interview. 

It was about time, according to 
GATE production assistant Scott 
Candey, who said some of the 
station’s cameras are 15 and 18 
years old respectively, older than 
he and GATE Production Man- 
ager Aaron Solomon. Solomon 
reported approximatrely three 
camera failures this year where 
production footage was not re- 
corded. He said the upgrades 
will help GATE make a seamless 
transition into high definition. 

Service in Lieu of Rent 

Most organizations pay the 
city for space in the Commu- 
nity Center, but GATE has oper- 
ated there rent-free since 1996. 
Greenbelt Intergenerational Volun- 
teer Exchange Service (GIVES), 
a seniors-oriented work exchange

Beltway Plaza Mall hosted 
a victory celebration on July 
28 for Seth “Mayhem” Mitch- 
ell who won the WBC Interna- 
tional Heavyweight and North 
American Boxing Organization 
(NABO) Heavyweight Titles with 
his unanimous decision on June 
22 win over Johnathon Banks at 
the Barclays Center in Brooklyn, 
New York. A crowd was on 
hand to congratulate the champ 
and chat with him about his re- 
cent fight and possible upcoming 
matches. Mark “Kap” Kapastin, 
a member of the management 
team of Beltway Plaza, made a 
congratulatory toast (with non- 
alcoholic beverages) and fans re- 


ceived autographs and photos of 
themselves with Mitchell. Part 
of Beltway Plaza’s support of

the food. The restaurant is full 
for weekday lunch and weekend 
breakfasts. Carryout does a brisk 
business and on weekdays, many 
music patrons choose to purchase 
food, even though they are not 
required to. They do so, because 
the food is great! 

Community Living Room 

In the five years that the New 
Deal Café has been under Karim 
and Maria’s management, the 
“community living room” has 
become even more appealing be- 
cause of the warm and inviting 
atmosphere that Karim and Maria 
have worked hard to create, sha- 
warma by shawarma. 

The Café hosts many formal 
and informal community meetings, 
celebrations and events. Patrons 
of these events usually purchase 
food, because the food is great! 

Giving Back 

We can’t emphasize enough 
how much the New Deal Café 
gives back to the community, just 
by being the proverbial “great, 
good place.” But Karim and 
Maria also give back to the 
community in tangible, measur- 
able ways. They make dona- 
tions to school fundraisers and 
donate half the cost of the $10 
meal vouchers for the volunteer 
bartenders, even though the vol- 
unteers do not assist the wait 
staff or kitchen crew. 

Perhaps Karim and Maria’s 
biggest contribution to our com- 
munity is their hard work and 
“sweat equity” to build a stable 
restaurant business that pulled the 
New Deal Café Cooperative out 
of its crushing debt. Don’t forget 
that five years ago, the cafe served 
food on an irregular schedule and 
the cooperative was facing bank- 
ruptcy. 

Since that time, Karim and 
Maria have paid the rent, the 
utilities and the WiFi bills. Ad- 
ditionally, they make monthly 
$1,000 payments to the coop- 
erative that have paid down the 
cooperative’s debt. What many 
don’t know is that Karim and 
Maria also incurred personal 
debt to renovate and modernize

Leonie Penney 
Leonie Pen- 
ney died peace- 
fully in her 
home in Green- 
belt on Monday, 
July 22, 2013, 
at the age of 95. 
Mrs. Penney 
was born on March 29, 1918, 
during the final months of World 
War I in The Hague, the Neth- 
erlands. She was the only child 
of Bernard and Olga Snatager, 
a working-class Jewish family. 
Growing up in the Netherlands 
she earned her master’s degree 
in economics in 1940 from the 
University of Amsterdam, the first 
woman in her field to do so. 

She survived the Holocaust of 
World War II by adopting an as- 
sumed identity and going under- 
ground. In 1948, she emigrated 
to the United States with her job 
as senior economist for the World 
Bank. 

She met Walter Penney at the 
International Student House in 
Washington, D.C. and they mar- 
ried on October 11, 1952. After 
raising three children, she took a 
position as a systems analyst with 
the Department of Agriculture. 

She received a second mas- 
ter’s degree in computer sciences 
from the University of Maryland 
in 1975. After retiring from the 
Department of Agriculture in 
1983, she established her own 
home-based database consulting 
firm, Penney Associates, using a 
computer she built herself. 

Mrs. Penney loved her Amer- 
ican hometown of Greenbelt. 
Throughout the 56 years she 
lived in Greenbelt, she served the 
community through her involve- 
ment with the Greenbelt Co-op- 
erative Nursery School, GIVES, 
Greenbelt CARES, the swim 
team, Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan, the recycling community, 
the Senior Citizens’ Advisory 
Board, Greenbelt Assistance In 
Living, Friends of the Resource 
Advocate and the News Review. 
After her husband’s death she be- 
came very active in the Widowed 
Person’s Support Group, where 
she brought comfort to many 
other widowed persons. 

Mrs. Penney won numer- 
ous medals at Senior Olympics 
events. She was chosen as 
Greenbelt’s Citizen of the Year in 
2008; she received the Greenbelt 
Outstanding Service award for 
her work on the Senior Advisory 
Board; and she received a Gov- 
ernor’s Citation from Governor 
O’Malley of Maryland in 2013. 

In addition to her Greenbelt 
activities, Mrs. Penney was in- 
strumental in creating the body 
of work dedicated to her child- 
hood friend Etty Hillesum. These 
works detailed the struggles Etty 
endured in concentration camps 
during the war through her dia- 
ries and letters to Mrs. Penney. 
She dedicated the Etty Hillesum

memorial at the National Holo- 
caust Memorial in Washington, 
D.C. and was invited back 20 
years later as one of the last re- 
maining survivors, where she met 
President Bill Clinton. 

Mrs. Penney was predeceased 
by her husband Walter in 2000 
and son Walt in 2002. 

She is survived by her daugh- 
ter Olga Garber (Jon), of Lees- 
burg, Va., and son Bernard (Ju- 
lie), of Pittsboro, N.C., 11 grand- 
children and five great-grand- 
children. She was dearly loved 
and will be greatly missed. 

A memorial service and recep- 
tion will be held at the Greenbelt 
Fire House Meeting Hall, 125 
Crescent Road, on Sunday, Au- 
gust 4 at 4 p.m. Parking is lim- 
ited at the Fire House; younger 
attendees are asked to park be- 
hind St. Hugh’s Catholic Church. 

In lieu of flowers, the family 
suggests donations to the “Le- 
onie Penney YMCA Camp Letts 
Scholarship Fund.”

In Memoriam 


Aren't We Lucky! 


Leonie Penney was already in 
her mid-80s when I got to know 
her. It was about 10 years ago, 
after her husband and her elder 
son had died. She was a leader 
in the widowed persons support 
group I’d joined after my own 
husband’s death. Soon I became 
her assistant in the group and 
she invited me to join her in her 
walks around Greenbelt Lake. 

Leonie made no conces- 
sions to age. She was proud 
of her medals from the Senior 
Olympics and, when I met her, 
was still going to exercise class 
twice a week. Gradually I heard 


about all her other activities: 
the city committees, the work 
at the News Review, the Mensa 
meetings, her Dutch club, even 
“sustainability” groups and book 
clubs studying “the string theory.” 
She told how she met her hus- 
band at the International Students 
Center in Washington and had 
such a happy marriage and how 
she enjoyed raising her children 
here, with the swim team and 
the other activities for kids. She 
truly loved Greenbelt and even 
encouraged other people to move 
here. I’d known her for several 
years before she ever mentioned 
her early life in Holland during 
WWII and that her mother and 
aunt and nine cousins had died in 
the Holocaust. 

Leonie was a very organized 
person; every meeting and event 
had to be listed on her calendar. 
But she always made time for her 
family whom she loved, schedul- 
ing in visits with her children 
and grandchildren, attending all 
the graduations and weddings, 
upholding all the family traditions 
such as Labor Day at Camp Letts 
and St. Nicholas day at the Dutch 
Embassy. Each year she orga- 
nized a longer family vacation. 

To celebrate her 90th birthday, 
she arranged a trip to Holland 
for the entire family, 19 persons 
in all. She became ill on the 
plane as it left New York, forc- 
ing an emergency landing in 
Newfoundland where her daugh- 
ter stayed with her at a hospital 
for two weeks, while the rest of 
the group proceeded to Holland 
and enjoyed their vacation. She 
recovered that time and later that 
year led the Labor Day parade as 
Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen 
of 2008. 

My favorite memory of Le- 
onie, the one I’ll keep whenever 
I think of her, is from our walks 
around the Lake. As we got to a 
certain place, in the middle of the 
dam, she invariably would stop 
and gaze at the lovely scene, the 
sky and clouds and trees reflected 
in the clear water and say, “Isn’t 
it beautiful! Aren’t we lucky! 
Aren’t we lucky to live in Green- 
belt!” I agree. We were lucky 
that Leonie arrived in Greenbelt 
and I am lucky to have been her 
friend.

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A Review 


Reel & Meal “Flesh” Film 
Uncovers Local Slavery

On the third Monday of the 
month Greenbelters have a chance 
to expand their hearts, minds and 
souls through films shown in the 
Reel and Meal at the New Deal 
program of free monthly social 
justice, environmental and animal 
rights films that 1s sponsored at 
the New Deal Café by Beaverdam 
Creek Watershed Watch Group, 
Green Vegan Networking and the 
Prince George’s County Peace and 
Justice Coalition. 

Co-sponsored by Greenbelt 
CARES, July’s film was “FLESH: 
Bought and Sold in the U.S.,” 
a searing account of sex and la- 
bor trafficking across the United 
States. FFLE$H exposes a world 
where girls and women are kid- 
napped, tortured and enslaved. 
Through carefully orchestrated dis- 
plays of deceit and manipulation, 
girls, averaging 12 to 14 years of 
age, become the targets of large- 
scale criminal industrial operation. 

Representatives from organi- 
zations serving those entrapped 
by the modern-day slave trade 
attended the showing and stayed 
until 10 p.m. providing additional 
background information and re- 
sponding to audience queries. 
Human trafficking and slavery, we 
learned, exists in Prince George’s 
County. Greenbelt is not exempt. 

Labor Trafficking 

Humans trafficked for labor 
also include domestic workers 
brought over from abroad, such 


as nail salon workers, nannies and 
many in the so-called “massage 
parlor” sector. Boys also fall 
victim to enslavement and Jeanne 
Allert, founder and director of 
The Samaritan Women, informed 
us there are no designated shelters 
for boys in Maryland. 

The evening’s facilitators in- 
cluded Allert; Tina Bigdeli, MSW, 
Maryland Outreach & Direct Ser- 
vices program manager, FAIR 
Girls; Glenda Bullock-Willis, crisis 
counselor at Greenbelt CARES; 
Corporal Robert Lauer, police su- 
pervisor/Homeland Security Coor- 
dinator for the City of Greenbelt; 
and Kathryn Maslanka, develop- 
ment associate, Polaris Project.

Call for French Drains 
For Our Playgrounds 


“Playground Solutions,” Susan 
Stewart’s poignant letter July 18 
regarding the material selected 
for Greenbelt playgrounds ap- 
peared several pages away from 
two obituaries for former Green- 
belters who died from cancer. 
Most of us know those who 
live in Greenbelt who have this 
disease. 

Why in the world would any- 
one who is aware select a prod- 
uct that is even slightly suspect 
for toxins for the surface of a 
playground? Anyone who has 
sat in a waiting room at a tire 
center knows the rubber smell 
quite well. Stewart’s experi- 
ence with this kind of surface at 
other playgrounds should serve

as a wake-up call to pause and 
consider going natural. 

The Chesapeake Bay Foun- 
dation frequently warns that 
impervious surfaces result in 
runoff, which carries toxins into 
creeks, streams, rivers and even- 
tually into the Bay and then into 
those crab cakes we often enjoy. 
Natural products reduce the risk 
of producing dangerous toxins 
and also prevent runoff. 

A solution might be to install 
French drains, which I described 
in a previous letter, under each 
piece of equipment. Cover the 
area under and around the equip- 
ment with hardwood mulch. 
The remainder of the playground 
could be planted with zoysia 
grass. Zoysia is a very thick 
grass which blocks out most 
weeds. It thrives merely on 
grass clippings. No weed killer 
nor fertilizer is ever needed. 
Water is absorbed into this thick 
mass and does not result in 
runoff. It is drought resistant 
and grows very slowly needing 


mowing only about every three 
weeks. Anyone falling onto 
this grass would not be injured 
because it is so resilient. The 
grass lasts forever and never has 
to be replaced. The two down- 
sides of this grass are that the 
plugs are more expensive than 
grass seed and the grass turns 
brown in the winter. 

Hopefully Stewart’s letter 
will inspire others to take a 
long look at the elements we 
bring into our community es- 
pecially where children play. 
My daughter and other kids all 
played on the grassy playground 
between the 37 Court of Ridge 
and Eastway, survived without a 
scratch and were never exposed 
to dangerous toxins that exist in 
the surface proposed for these 
play areas. 

This issue deserves a second 
look at the products that are 
chosen for these play areas for 
the sake of the kids and our pre- 
cious water resources.

Police Arrest Woman

During the investigation detec- 
tives were able to link Edmonds 
to two other armed robberies of 
banks in Greenbelt: on July 16 
at 4:06 p.m. at the BB&T Bank 
in the 8900 block of Edmonston 
Road and at PNC Bank in the 
6000 block of Greenbelt Road on 
June 9 at 2:48 p.m. 

After being charged with three 
counts of armed robbery Ed- 
monds was transferred to the 
Department of Corrections for 
a hearing before a district court 
commissioner. 


August to Be Traffic 
Enforcement Month 


Greenbelt police have an- 
nounced they will participate in 
the “Toward Zero Deaths” Mary- 
land campaign throughout the 
month of August with stepped up 
enforcement. Statistically, with 
Maryland traffic crash deaths 
averaging 500 per year, August 
is the deadliest month of the year 
in traffic-related fatalities due to 
summer travel. 

Police will be out in force 
throughout the state, especially 
at night, as Maryland strives to 
reach the goal of zero traffic 
deaths in a concentrated summer 
push to affect August fatality 
levels. 

Greenbelt police remind driv- 
ers to slow down, driver sober, 
pay attention to the road and 
other drivers — and always wear 
seatbelts and assure that children 
are properly restrained in safety 
seats.

so drivers can see you! 
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defended his position but said he 
recognizes concerns of some of 
his colleagues regarding the vot- 
ing status of the position. 

An immediate potential effect 
would be his requirement to ab- 
stain during council consideration 
of the annual adoption of the city 
budget including city payments 
to GATE. He recognizes as well 
that if council sets a new policy 
restricting the council representa- 
tive on the GATE board, both 
organizations would be affected. 

Herling suggested some ac- 
commodation instead for the 
“voting role,” its recusal or the 
appointment of another (non- 
council) person to serve as city 
representative on the GATE 
board. 

These potential solutions were 
supported by GATE President 
Robert Zugby, including another 
option: that council exercise its 
authority to “instruct” its repre- 
sentative regarding that person’s 
participation on the GATE board. 

Council Discussion 

Council discussion was mixed. 
Mayor Judith Davis said she 
had resigned from her longtime 
participation on the Board of the 
Greenbelt Intergenerational Vol- 
unteer Exchange Service (GIVES) 
when she realized that GIVES re- 
ceives “in-kind” benefits from the 
city for its accommodation within 
the Greenbelt Community Center. 
She also suggested that making 
rooms available for community 
meetings should be considered in- 
significant in terms of “benefits” 
from the city. 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan would consider the recusal 
option and wondered about the 
application of the new policy for 
councilmembers’ participation on 
boards of other community as- 
sociations. His comment led to 
discussion of such community 
associations at times receiving 
in-kind benefits from the city. 
Jordan also suggested council 
participation can help such com- 
munity groups to build organiza- 
tional skills. 

In comments from the au- 
dience, Brian Gibbons from 
Greenbelt West urged that any 
policy developed employ a clear 
“bright line” for council behav- 
ior subject to such a policy. 
William Orleans offered an even 
stronger application of any poli- 
cy with stronger prohibitions on 
council participation in any or- 
ganization and that it should be 
adopted as an amendment to the 
city charter. Then he offered a 
somewhat mixed metaphor de- 
scribing council fingers in too 
many pies. 

Proposed Policy 

Davis suggested a proposed 
policy statement covering par- 
ticipation by councilmembers 
within local organizations. The 
following was an amalgama- 
tion in part of the city solici- 
tor’s recommended January 15 
proposed policy statement and 
a proposed revision by the 
mayor: 

“City Council members are 
frequently called upon to join 
or support organizations which 
provide valuable services on a 
volunteer basis in the city. Such 
organizations sometimes request 
funds from the city to help sup- 
port their purposes. Thus, they 
become partially funded by the 
city. This can create real or 
perceived conflicts of interest for 
council members when they vote 
on budget matters. 

“Council members will not be- 


come active (i.e., board member 
or officer; elected or appointed) 
members in any organization that 
solicits or receives city funds in 
order to prevent potential conflict 
of interest when council members 
carry out one of the major duties 
of their office, which is approv- 
ing the city budget.” 

At the worksession, coun- 
cil was not sure whether the 
proposed new policy statement 
should thus stand as a policy 
statement or instead be added to 
council’s standing rules. Staff 
seemed to recommend inclu- 
sion in the standing rules. The 
proposed policy statement would 
be considered at a future regular 
council meeting. 

Staff Participation 

Also considered during the 
worksession was similar par- 
ticipation by city staff within 
local groups and organizations. 
The discussion on this topic was 
somewhat informed by a May 
13 memo to the city manager 
from Director of Recreation Julie 
McHale. The memo was primar- 
ily focused on traditional city 
support given to local groups and 
organizations and, regarding their 
funding, primarily to “contribu- 
tion groups.” 

For such groups, annual re- 
quests for city funding are sub- 
mitted each year, considered by 
relevant advisory groups and 
determined by council as part of 
the annual budget review process. 
McHale noted that over the past 
20 or more years there have been 
only a few limited occasions 
when city staff held positions 
within contribution groups. 

Nevertheless, the city has been 
sensitive to the practice of allow- 
ing city staff to hold leadership 
positions in contribution groups 
because of concern that staff 
could receive enhanced levels of 
(city) support financially because 
of their employment with the 
city. 

Dance Theater 

In a recent development, 
Alight Dance Theater, which 1s 
currently a “Recognition Group” 
eligible only for in-kind services 
from the city (such as for meet- 
ing room space), has applied for 
contribution group status, includ- 
ing financial support. One found- 
ing member, current president of 
the organization, is also a paid 
non-classified city staff member 
who provides performing arts 
programs through the Recreation 
Department. 

McHale recommended that a 
policy be developed and imple- 
mented within the Contribution 
Group and Recognition Group 
Policy Guide which would pro- 
hibit all employees of the city 
from holding appointed or elected 
positions on the governing bodies 
of all contribution groups. The 
memo also recognizes the value 
of services provided by contri- 
bution and recognition groups 
and understands there may be 
times when recognition groups 
need funding to meet “one-time” 
needs and that council has chosen 
to fund some of such one-time 
grants to organizations for spe- 
cific projects. Staff supports that 
method. 

With little discussion, council 
agreed that such a policy relat- 
ing to employee participation on 
boards and committees be drafted 
by staff. It was not completely 
clear that such a policy would 
apply only to classified employ- 
ees (generally full-time or perma- 
nent) or to all employees, includ- 
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ing part-time, seasonal or contract 
employees. Staff indicated a 
draft policy could be considered 
at a September council meeting. 
Information Items 

With greater frequency, an 
informal policy of the mayor at 
the beginning of council work- 
sessions to ask her colleagues 
if they have any “information 
items” to discuss following the 
worksession adds to such agen- 
das with little or no notice to the 
public. Often, audience members 
and reporters leave the meeting 
at this point. At this particular 
worksession, however, the cover- 
age of “info items” blended into 
the agenda as if they were indeed 
part of the agenda. 

The first item related to pro- 
posed possible changes to the 
city’s election process. Although 
specific items were not noted, 
the subject of proposed Greenbelt 
election process changes will be 
the subject of a council workses- 
sion on Wednesday, August 7. 

The only discussion by coun- 
cilmembers present was the “dra- 
ma” of whether the city’s Elec- 
tion Advisory Board should be 
invited. Apparently, the election 
board had been made aware of 
the August 7 council worksession 
and had wondered if they were 
invited. It became clear that the 
election board had been advised 
of the meeting but had not been 
invited. 

Public Record Policy 

Another item was the schedul- 
ing of a worksession on the topic 
of public record policy. The 
proposed policy will be added 
to the agenda for a worksession 
scheduled on Monday, August 5 
for the city manager’s update and 
capital projects. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts advised council of his con- 
cerns that city staff appeared 
to be applying pesticide in the 
Greenbelt Lake Park area. He 
requested that McLaughlin look 
into the issue and provide a re- 
port to council. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
suggested it may be time for 
council to schedule another work- 
session with representatives of 
the Greenbelt Post Office. 

Davis requested another Pepco 
update. In response to a question 
to Moran, council was advised 
regarding specifics relating to the 
city’s request for funding under 
the Community Block Grant De- 
velopment program. 

Moran advised that the county 
had approved Greenbelt’s request 
and will allocate approximately 
$140,000 for the city’s plans 
for repairs and improvements to 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center. Davis asked that con- 
sideration be given to improved 
lighting at the facility. 

She also queried whether the 
new blacktop improvement on 
Westway was permeable mate- 
rial and was assured that it was. 
Finally she provided a bit of 
intelligence gathered from recent 
political gatherings regarding the 
status of the FBI move and indi- 
cated support for the Greenbelt 
location. 

Jordan requested that staff 
keep council informed of the 
status of the city’s organizational 
assessment. 

Thomas White served on the 
committee involved in the estab- 
lishment of GATE; as a member 
of council, he served as coun- 
cil representative on the GATE 
Board and is currently vice-pres- 
ident/treasurer of GATE. 
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program, also operates there 
without rent, said City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin in an inter- 
view with the Greenbelt News 
Review, although it has a desk, 
computer and space in a corner 
of a room. 

At the annual meeting, stake- 
holders considered a city staff 
memorandum of understanding 
(MOU) that suggested terms for 
GATE’s use of space. It said 
that GATE could continue on 
a rent-free basis in exchange 
for its ongoing provision of an 
estimated $3,400 in services to 
the city. 

Mayor Judith Davis objected 
to the MOU’s statement that 
GATE had access to its space 
“rent-free.” GATE offers the 
city in-kind services, not the 
same thing as getting its studio 
for free, she said. 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan suggested GATE should bill 
the city for its work. It would 
be easier if GATE were charged 
rent, Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts added. 

Zugby pointed out that GATE 
already provided services to the 
city and had a close and casual 
relationship with Greenbelt Mu- 
nicipal Access television. Huis 
inclination was to leave the re- 
lationship alone because it was 
working, though he recognized 
it might be “politically wise” to 
formalize it, he said. 

Davis agreed to Zugby’s re- 
quest that GATE draft an MOU 
to submit to council. 

Other Items 

Council and GATE took a 
moment of silence at Davis’ 
request to honor GATE’s former 
board Vice President Doug Love, 
who died in April. “Because 
he’s still here,” Davis said. 

“Doug was active almost 
from the beginning of GATE,” 
Zugby said. “We do miss 
Doug.” 

Animation instructor George 
Kochell talked to stakeholders 
about how GAVA/GATE is cel- 
ebrating the 15th Anniversary of 
its animation classes. He esti- 
mated that some 430 films have 
been created since the class’s 
inception involving some 500 
students. 

Board member Alan Haley 
gave a Utopia Film Festival up- 
date, heralding a new light show 
for the event’s 2013 kickoff. 
“We hope to have something 
spectacular,” he said. 

Haley also discussed a poten- 
tial conflict between the October 
festival’s use of the Old Green- 
belt Theatre and the venue’s 
planned renovations. 

Bond Grant Funds 

Bond money may be at stake, 
warned Davis, saying Greenbelt 
got notice from the state that it 
had to complete construction by 
2014 in order to receive state

board funds. McLaughlin said 
the city would brief council on 
the renovation status at the end 
of August, but said he did not 
think there was a problem. 

In all, theater renovations 
will cost between $1.2 and $1.5 
million, McLaughlin said. He 
confirmed the city was facing a 
2014 deadline to use Maryland 
bond grant funds, which consti- 
tute $300,000 of the $875,000 
the city estimates it has avail- 
able for the project. But the city 
could request a deadline exten- 
sion, McLaughlin said. 

Broadcasting Worksessions 

Jordan advocated trans- 
parency on council and dis- 
cussed GATE’s potential role 
in broadcasting council work- 
sessions. 

Konrad Herling suggested 
moving council worksessions 
to Tuesdays when council’s 
chambers were free, since that 
Space is already set up for 
Greenbelt Municipal Access 
television. 

Wooing a potential new FBI 
headquarters to the city gener- 
ated discussion at the meeting 
when Councilmember Edward 
Putens suggested creating a mar- 
keting video about Greenbelt to 
attract the bureau. In terms of 
an existing video, “We have noth- 
ing,’ Putens said. Davis thought 
such a production could also pro- 
mote local economic development 
in general.

Cornett, who replaced Love, said 
he had already started taking 
aerial and stock shots of Green- 
belt for a similar project. GATE 
Director Malia Murray offered to 
meet with Cornett and Greenbelt 
Public Information Coordinator 
Beverly Palau, who heads up 
Greenbelt Municipal Access, and 
said they would report back to 
council with a plan. 

Murray also reported on the 
progress of GATE’s work to help 
Greenbelt nonprofit organiza- 
tions create free public service 
announcements (PSAs). At least 
a dozen PSAs for groups and 
events had been produced so far 
in 2013, she said. 

After the meeting adjourned, 
Cornett expressed optimism for 
GATE’s future. 

“With the Scarlet (camera) 
and with the computer equipment 
we have here, it’s the technical 
equivalent of a small Hollywood 
studio,” he said.

sources of specified income and 
debt. Because of legislation en- 
acted by the Maryland General 
Assembly in 2010, this form is 
more detailed than it was in the 
past and might argue against pro- 
crastinating about making a start 
on the paper work. Although 
non-incumbents must file this form 
with their nomination materials, an 
incumbent candidate who had filed 
at the required time as a sitting 
councilmember does not have to 
file again to run in the election. 

In addition, candidates must 
submit a form designating their 
appointed treasurer and including 
in writing that person’s accep- 
tance of appointment. 

Ballot 

As soon as the September 23 
filing deadline has passed at 5 
p.m., it is possible to establish 
the ballot. At 7:30 p.m. in the 
Municipal Building, candidates 
will draw by lottery for ballot 
position. In a separate draw- 
ing immediately following, they 
then choose their positions on 
the election signs posted in se- 
lected locations by the city, for 
which candidates are charged 
a fee by the city. In doing so, 
the candidates are voluntarily 
agreeing to limit their sign post- 
ings to these designated locations 
and to not post campaign signs 
elsewhere, thereby curtailing sign 
proliferation. The city’s board of 
elections oversees these drawings, 
which are open to the public. 

Serious Penalties 

Candidates must also file three 
reports of campaign contributions 
and expenditures. This year the 
two interim reports are due by 
noon on Friday, September 27 and 
Friday, October 25, with the final 
report due following the election 
by noon on Friday, November 
8. With some items excepted, 
candidates are required to report 
the totals of all contributions and 
expenditures and to itemize those 
in excess of $25. These reports, 
maintained in the city clerk’s of- 
fice, are open to public inspection 
during business hours. 

The penalties are severe for 
not submitting these reports on 
time or for failure to maintain 
the appointment of a treasurer. 
The candidate will be deemed 
unqualified and the name stricken 
from the ballot prior to the elec- 
tion. A candidate who falls out 
of compliance after the election 
will not be sworn in without 
having complied. Furthermore, 
no one who is in violation of a 
city law or reporting requirement 
may run as a candidate or submit 


a nomination petition in a future 
city election. 
Early Voting 

The astute candidate, as well 
as the voter, is advised to be 
aware of the dates for the onset 
of early voting, since the days are 
gone when a candidate could de- 
sign a campaign to get a message 
across by Election Day. Early 
voting is available in two forms 
in Greenbelt. Any registered 
voter who prefers not to vote at 
the polling place may vote by ab- 
sentee ballot, either by mail or in 
person at the Municipal Building 
beginning, Wednesday, October 
16 and ending at 6 p.m. on Elec- 
tion Day. Early voting by voting 
machine will be available to all 
voters in the Municipal Building 
at specified times from Monday, 
October 21 through Friday, No- 
vember 1. 

Weekend voting will be avail- 
able to all city voters at the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter Club House on Saturday and 
Sunday, October 19 and 20 and 
in the Schrom Hills Park Com- 
munity Room on Saturday and 
Sunday, October 26 and 27. 

Voter Registration 

For anyone thinking of run- 
ning for city council, signing 
a candidate’s petition to run or 
voting in the city election, it 1s 
never too early to take care of 
voter registration. The deadline 
for registering or for correcting 
registration information for pur- 
poses of the city election is Mon- 
day, October 7. Voters can check 
to see if their registration infor- 
mation is correct on the website 
of the State Board of Elections at 
elections.state.md.us; however, the 
polling places identified there will 
be incorrect for city elections. 

A change since the last city 
election is that anyone with a 
Maryland driver’s license or 
Maryland Motor Vehicle Admin- 
istration ID card can now register 
to vote or make corrections to 
registration information online 
at the State Board of Elections 
website. For those who prefer 
paper, forms can be printed from 
the state website and returned 
by mail. Forms are also avail- 
able at the Greenbelt branch of 
the public library, from the city 
clerk’s office or from the Prince 
George’s County Board of Elec- 
tions at 301-430-8020. Forms 
must be received by the county 
by the October 7 deadline.

APB Bike-Ped Plan Now 
In Hands of City Council

The Greenbelt City Council 
and the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) met Monday, July 29 to 
discuss the APB Pedestrian and 
Bicycle Master Plan aimed at 
making Greenbelt more cyclist- 
and pedestrian-friendly. 

In a three-hour worksession, 
the APB presented its plan and 
took questions from council, 
which praised the APB’s hard 
work. Both groups stressed how 
long and arduous the process of 
developing the plan has been. 

The meeting was a culmina- 
tion of the APB’s work on the 
plan, an idea first hatched in 
2008. The 80-page final draft 
of the plan identifies existing 
conditions that present barriers to 
walking and biking in Greenbelt 
and makes general and location- 
specific recommendations for 
improving pedestrian and bike 
safety. Its aim is to make these 
alternative modes of transporta- 
tion safe, accessible, easy, direct 
and comfortable. 

“This is a framework for es- 
tablishing priorities,” said Brian 
Gibbons of the APB. The plan 
is made to be a living docu- 
ment that can be changed and 
adapted as needed over time, he 
said. The APB plans to work 
with council, other organizations 
and Greenbelt residents to “as- 
sess, revise and add to” the plan, 
continually updating it to reflect 
new improvements and problems 
in the city. 

APB members stressed that 
the plan is simply a guideline. It 
will be up to council to prioritize 
the recommendations, decide on 
solutions to problems outlined in 
the document and oversee their 
implementation. 

The plan was funded by Na- 
tional Capital Region Transpor- 
tation Planning Board of the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments. While funding 
made the plan possible, Gibbons 
also said that money was the 
only limitation they had faced. 

Council discussed many spe- 
cific issues with the APB, in- 
cluding sidewalks, crosswalks, 
access to transit, bike parking and 


particularly dangerous or prob- 
lematic areas. The report dis- 
cusses specific recommendations 
for Southway, Hanover Parkway 
and Cherrywood Lane, where 
some of the worst problems were 
identified. 

The purpose of the meeting 
was not to come up with solu- 
tions to each problem but for 
council to review the problems 
and recommendations identified 
by the APB. 

While the plan mostly focuses 
on physical improvements that 
can be made to road design, it 
also discusses education, enforce- 
ment and encouragement, which 
the APB said is the other piece in 
making improvements work. 

Council and the APB dis- 
cussed various strategies for en- 
forcing traffic rules, including 
collaboration with the police, and 
for educating the public about 
safe behavior and pedestrian and 
bike awareness, including events 
like International Walk to School 
Day and Bike to Work Day and 
programs like Safe Routes to 
School and Safe Routes for Se- 
niors, all of which promote walk- 
ing or biking. 

“Education alone can’t do 
much but education backed up by 
enforcement can change behavior. 
We’ve seen that with seatbelts, 
we've seen that with drunk driv- 
ing and I think we can see that 
with pedestrian and bike safety,” 
said George Branyan, a former 
chair of the APB who now works 
for the District of Columbia De- 
partment of Transportation and 
with whom the APB consulted 
for this project. 

Community Planner Jaime 
Fearer said the APB will make 
edits to the plan. As soon as it 
is ready, it will go on council’s 
agenda. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling praised the APB, saying the 
plan falls in line with the city’s 
founding philosophy. 

“This is a wonderful frame- 
work to begin what may be a 
step-by-step process but ultimate- 
ly will move us in the direction 
of our legacy,” he said.
